A Canadian Pacific Trans- 
continental Train Held 
Up by Robbers 
——_—a 
Vancouver, Sept. 12.—The C. 
P. R, westbound transcontinental 
express known as No, 1, was held 
us by three masked men on Sat- 
urday night 4 miles west of Mis- 
sion Junction. The train was late 
and travelling at a rapid rate. 
Engineer Scott was surprised by 
a masked man whoclimbed into 
the cab and at the pointof a gun 
ordered him to stop the train. 


One man remained on the loco- 
motive to guard the engineer, the 
other two took the fireman and 
made him cut off the mail and ex- 
press train from the other part of 
the train. 

Conductor Ward, looking. out of 
the car to see what was the matter, 
was promptly told to keep in or he 
would be shot. He at once realis- 
edthe situation and warned the 


He sent the brakeman back to 
Mission Junction. to notify the 
operator and send word to Van- 
couver for assistance, 

The engineer was ordered to 
draw the express car ahead. They 
made the engineer and fireman ac- 
company them to the express car 
and under threats of blowing the 
ear up with dynamite, express 
messenger Mitchell opened the 
door and was promptly disarmed. 

The robers took out six thousand 
in gold dust and a thousand cash. 
They secured the registered mail 
bags. Contents unknown. 

The men who received the booty 
disappeared into the bushin the 
direction of the Fraser river. 

The train then proceeded to

War News 


Mukden, Sept. 13.—The Rus- 
sians are continuing their retire- 
ment to Tie Pass. The Japs’ ad- 
vance is slow through the military 
situation is not unfavorable to 
them. Many Russian companies 
now consist of only thirty men. 


‘| Notwithstanding the Russian re- 


verse the retreating troops are 
cheerful. 


St. Betersburg, Sept. 11.—Work- 
men tttached to the St, Petersburg 
torpedo factory have returned from 
Port Arthur, where they were de- 
tailed some time ago. They left 
the besieged fortress on August 2, 
and give long, interesting accounts 
of the conditions. The defences, 
they assert, were largely augmented 
by the dsscovery of aChinese store 
of artillery thirteen miles from the 
fortress. It consisted of 300 Krupp 
guns of large calibre, with from 
300 to 3,000 rounds of ammunition 
for each piece, The guns and am- 
munition were in perfect condition. 
A large store of rifles found were 
not so good, 


London, Sept. 18.—The Mail’s 
Simminetin correspondent cabling 
ander date of Sept. 11, sags:— 

“General Kuropatkin has re- 
turned to Mukden after inspect- 
ing the fortifications at Tie Pass 
Dangerous and costly efforts to de- 
lay the Japs advance are being 
made. This is the outcome of the 
Emperor's orders. I learn that 
the Emperor even preemptorily 
commanded Kuropatkin to retake 
Liao Yang. There is no abate- 
ment in the retreat of the Russian 
troops northward. The noise of 
fierce artillery engagement was 
heard south of Mukden on Friday 
night. The Russian troops sent 
to Taping Shen, retreated with 
heavy loss.” 

Mukden, Sept. 11th——All is quiet 
in this region, It is understood 
that the main force of the Japan- 
ese has retired to Yentai. solemn 
service was held here to day for the 
repose of the souls of those killed 
in action. It was attended by the 
entire staff and garrison. A few 
distant shots were heard during 
the ceremony, but _ this {did 
not disturb the solemnity of the 
service, 

Cronstadt, Sept. 11th.—The Bal- 
tic fleet-sailed to-day for the far 
east. The vessels of the fleet were 
as follows: The Baltic ship Sou- 
varoff, vice admiral Rojestivensky’s 
flagship; the Navarin, Sissoi Neh- 
ky Borodino, Alexander III, Orel, 
Oleg and the Osliahan, rear admir 
alVoeykersan’s flagship; the cruiser 
Admiral Nodhimoff, Dimitri Don- 
skoi, Aurora and the Almal, rear 
admiral’s flagship and torpedo 
boats and destroyers. 


The fleet will merely touch at 
Labau, where it will be joined by 
twelve transports, colliers and sup- 
ply ships already waiting there and 
will then proceed direct to the 
Orient. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 11th._—The 
Emperor has called to arms the re- 
serve troops in twenty-two circuits 
of governments of Kherson, Bes- 
sarabia, Ekaternoslay and Laurida, 
belonging to the military district 
of Odassa and also one category of 
reserve officers throughout the 
Empire. 

Tokio, Sept. 9.—Estimates of 
the Russian forces defeated at 
Liao Yang place the numbers as 
follows: 194 battalions of infantry; 
128 squadrons of cavalry, and 570 
guns, 


St, Petersburg, Sept. 9,—The 
best information of the war offlce 
indicates that Kuropatkin lost 
about 17,000 during the ten days’ 
battle of Liao Yang, 

Shanghai, Sept. 10.—A specia 
messenger of the Tartar general at 
Mukden who escaped from that 
city through the cardon of Rus- 
sian outposts, reports, according to 
advices received heze, that the Rus- 
sian army is utterly confused and 
demoralized and especially the re- 
mains of the two Russjan armys 
corps which recently joined Gen. 
eral Kuropatkin’s forces.

Express claims to have trustworthy 
information that the Russian army 
is divided into five columns. The 
first has reached Tie pass, 40 miles 
north of Mukden .and is prepar- 
ing to defénd that place against 
the Japanese. The second is be- 


tween Mukden and the Tie pass, | 


the third is at Mukden, the fourth, 
consisting of 80,000 under General 
Meyendorf, is holding General 


Kuroki in check by hard fighting | 


12 miles south of Mukden. The 
fifth of about 12,000 men is further 
south, exhausted by incessant fight- 
ing, and is surrounded on three 
sides by Japs, its position being 
one of extreme danger from which 
it can hardly hope to escape. 
“Everything now depend,” says 
the paper, on General Meyendorff’s 
ability to hold Kuroki in check, 
which so far has been successful- 
ly done. 


Berlin, Sept. 10.—A despatch 
to the Lokal Anzeiger from Muk- 
den says the evacuation of Mukden 
is now in progress and adds that 
the Japs have not yet crossed the 
river Hun, which flows a few miles 
south of Mukden.
